conference they began to complain to king of 
the cruelty of the times, and the malice and, 
uſage of the time ſerving brethren; to which 
Mr. Love anſwer'd, and think you this an evil, 
time? No, no; this is the very time when 
grace and true godlineſs can be diſtinguiſhed. 
from hypocriſy: many have followed CHRIST
